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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF WHITEFIELD: 


With this year’s additions to the High School Library the pupils 
are vety well supplied with up-to-date reference books. Have pur- 
chased an encyclopedia of 24 volumes, the 1940 Edition of “Lin- 
coln Library” and a 1940 Atlas, 


You showed your interest in the education of the children when 
you voted funds for 34 weeks of school, I trust you will be will- 
ing to continue providing enough to maintain the same number 
of weeks. 


I am asking you as parents and citizens to visit our schools. It 
seems to me you will be pleased with the good discipline and the 
progress of the pupils. I am sure both teachers and pupils will be 
very glad to have you come and show your interest in the daily 
program. Besides getting in to hear the recitations of the older 
pupils will you please try to visit the schools at about 1 in the 
afternoon so you will have an opportunity to hear the lower gradeg 
read. It is surprising how fast they advance. 


The transportation bills have increased this year, but all are nec- 
essary. Two young children, who just entered school in September, 
had to have transportation and the cost is $4.50 per week. In an. 
other part of the town there were too many to go in the car used last 
year. We had to provide for two trips each way and this costs $2. 
more. In another section a small child made extra travel and we 
pay $1.00. The total cost for these 3 extra bills is $7.50 per week. 
The prices are very moderate too. This extra has been for 2 terms 
this year, but expect it will be for all 3 next year, 
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Repairs: This account has been a little over-expended each year 


for several years until with 2 bills that came too late to be included 


there is a deficit of $131.40. The schoolhouses are insured and 
the insurance bills are paid out of the funds in this account. All 
of the repairs have been necessary and there are sevral school- 
houses where work should be done at once. Some is needed to pre- 
setve. the buildings and others need paint and papr. The light is 
vety poor in rooms where walls, ceiling and wood work are dark- 
ened by smoke and wear. 'We appreciate the rooms that have been 
repaited this year and are looking forward to having the others 
made light and attractive before the fall term. 


I recommend the following appropriations:

Superintendent of Schools 


TO THE CITIZENS OF WHITEFIELD: 


The high school pupils have been supplied with a new textbook 
in Civics. It was published last fall, 1941. Both first and second 
year classes have a very excellent English workbook. It supple- 
ments their regular work in that subject. 


At this time yeoung people can get work and some are leaving 
high school because they want to earn some money. It is a temp- 
tation to do this, but nearly everyone feels the boys and girls 
should try harder than ever before to \get at least a high school 
education. If you have this foundation you can get better positions 
and if at any time you desire to increase your educational train- 
ing there are usually opportunities to do so. 


So far we have been fortunate in having teachers for our 
schools. They are all capable and the pupils are interested and mak- 
ing good progress, 


The war has caused prices to advance, so all school expenses 
will be more next year. Conditions are changing so rapidly that 
none of us can foresee many of the difficulties we will encounter 
in keeping the schools open. Am sure you will all cooperate and try 
in every way you can to give the children a chance to continue 
their school work. 


The Maine State School Bulletin informs us of the School Rate 
for all the towns and cities of Maine. I’m very glad to report 
our rate has improved and is now .01058. If we provide for our 
necessary costs we ought to be able to get a share of this fund. 
Towns receiving this money have many advantages we cannot have. 
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Equalization, for the past 2 years, has been based on a School 
Rate of .01301. Please compare these rates and it will show you 


we only need a little more to be eligible.

As you probably know, the wars has shown a great need for a 
thorough review of the fundamentals of arithmetic. Have already 
purchased a new bcok called. “Arithmetic for the Emergency,” 
and have planned to use it for this last half year and allow the 
usual credit for the successful completion of the course. Other 
books end supplies for the high school are as fellows: Very inter 
esting world history textbooks, a set of maps and a large globe. | 
This material will help to keep our schcol up-to-date and the 
standard high. 


Our teaching force are very loyal and have cheerfully and effi- 
cently helped in the go-fernment program. Even with doing alf 
this extra work, they have achieved satisfactory results in their 
schools. 


There isn’t any need in dwelling on the rapid advance in prices 
for we all realize that, but we have also received over $200.00 
less frorn the State Funds, and the High School Tuition is $232.005 
more, 


The school appropriations have been improving slowly but stead>. 
ily until our school rate has increased to .01236. The average 
for the State is .01402. If we make the necessary appropriations 
to keep our schools open and pay the deficits, it seems as though 
we ought to share in the Equalization Fund and perhaps in the 
new fund sf $90.00 additional per teacher, we trust the Legisla- 
ture will provide. 


I recommend the following appropriations to pay the deficits 
and the expense of the schools for the year 1943-44:, 
For High School and Tuition $1,600.00 
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For High School Transpoutation 250.00 

For High School Library, required by State 50.00 

For High School Science Equipment, required by State 50,00

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1943 


Pifty eight visits were made to the homes of expectant mo- 
trers, infant and preschool children to discuss general health 
habits acd protections against diseases. 


Two child health conferences were held. At these confer- 
ences, twenty-six children were examined by a physician and 
protections against smallpox and diphtheria were offered. 


In the schools, clinics for tuberculin testing are offered to 
the seventh and eighth grades and to the high school groups 
and protections are offered to the pupils of all schools against 
smallpox and diphtheria. 


Audiometer testing is available to determine hearing defects. 


Visits are made to the homes of school children to interpret 
the need for me‘ical, dental or eye advice. 


The nurse serves as interpreter to the teacher. 
Audiometer tests were made in all the schools. 


Three visits were made to thé homes of school children to 
intespret defects and to urge parents to seek advice. 

Thirteen visits were made to the schools. 

In every community, special health problems may tequire 
attention and followttp such as, tuberculosis, venereal, diseases 
ot handicapping conditions. 

We have at our disposal the facilities of pediatric, tuberct-

losis, verrereal disease ard crippled children’s clinics, to whic! | 
unon advice of the family physicians, patients may be directed 
and from which advice nay be obtained. 


Thirteen visits were made to the homes of the voatient:

There is an active health committee, which the nurse has

In this time of limited travel, shortage of physicians, the 
increased case loads, it is more important than ever that each 
community share a greater responsibility in knowing its own 
bealth problems and helping the existing health ARENCIES to

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REPORT OF THE 
Superintendent of Schools 
Zo the Citizens of Whitefeld- | 


In regard to the article about closing the Whitefield High 
School : A School Board has a right to close a school for a 
period not exceeding one year. This was done last September 
and expires at the end of the spring term, so next fall the 
school will be legally open unless the town votes to close it. 
There are now 17 pupils attending out-of-town schools, 8 are 
first and second year students and 9 are third and fourth. 


The State Fire Department inspected the high school build- 
ing and made several recommendations to help msure the 
safety of the pupils attending there. We cannot use the high 
school room again until we have a Fire Escape, as we are 
obliged to have two exits. 


So far all the children -in town have been provided with a 
chance to attend school and I extend my thanks to all who 
have helped to keep our schools open. 


Although the teachers have been burdened with many extra 
duties, they have been very eateful to try to accomplish the 
usual amount of school work. 


In the’ financial report of the schovls we have been using 
several accounts. At this time only two are required, one for 
repairs atid another for all the other school purposes. Please 
note you can see at a glance whether the school accotnt 1s — 
thexpended or overdrawn. After the suttimary is the data 
showing what has been expended for high ‘school and tuition, 
common school, Hig school library; high trattsportation, and 
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books and supplies. 


Last year the town’ did well in voting more funds for the 
education of the children. This helped to keep ‘the schools 
open and to pay all of the expenses except a few. dollars. 
it wasn't enough to enable us to become eligible for Equalliz- 
ation in 1945. The cost of everything is rising all the time 
and thete isn’t any way we can prevent our school -expensés 
being more during the next year. It isn’t possible to foretell 
what we will need, but my estimate is conservative and we 


will be lucky if we do not have a deficit at the end of the 


next year.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE - 1944 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Whitefield— 


Last year, you may recall, we were reminded of our great need 
for the best health obtainable for our future generations. Now we 
are faced with realities from this war. Huge rehabilitation programs 
must be maintained and we must strive to build physically strong 
anid mentally and emotionally stable individuals to shoulder the re- 
sponsibilities which are arising. The aim of every health organiza- 
tion is to promote that type of program most suited to the locality 
it serves. 


One of the most satisfactory means of promoting better health 
is by educating the public in methods of prevention and protection 
and in proper living habits. An effort has been made to obtain such 
a goal in your community through the following activities: 


Seventy-five visits were made to the homes of expectant mothers, 
infants and pre-schools. General health habits were discussed and 
available protections against disease were suggested. At three child 
health conferences, infants and pre-schools were examined by a 
physician in an endeavor to find early signs of defects. Early medi- 
cal attention to defects was urged. Protections against whooping 
cough, small pox and diphtheria were offered. Twenty-three chil- 
dren were protected against whooping cough; fourteen against 
diphtheria; and fourteen against smallpox. 


In the schools, the nurse endeavored to serve as an interpreter to 
the teachers regarding health problems. Two clinics were offered. 
Twenty-seven children were protected against smallpox and sixty- 
four against diphtheria. Tuberculin Patches were applied to fourty- 
eight children whose parents requested them. If any reactors were 
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found, patents were urged to consult their physicians for advice 


about :X-rays. This is a method used to find tuberculosis in its 
early stages.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Whitefeld-- 


The teachers are to be highly commended for their fine 
work in the schools. They have been very cooperative in their 
part of the educational program and their untiring efforts 
are highly appreciated. Their devotion and loyalty to — their 
jobs, to the pupils and to the school officials merits worthy 
attention. 


Many of the schools in town are overcrowded to such an 
extent that efficient instruction to individual pupils is extreme- 
ly slight. The first step toward a logical solution for this con- 
dition is to arrange conveyance which will allow one teacher 
to have the lower grades in her school room, while the upper 
erades are taught by a different teacher. This change has 
worked successfully in the past and appears to be the only 
‘immediate solution for our overcrowded condition at present. 


School Law states that a contract to convey scholars shall 
be given out for a period not to exceed three years. Now that

ing -Service has endeavored to help your community to do 
these things; by teaching the principles of good health, Phys- 
ically, mentally and morally. Our Staff is depleted but we are

The shortage of nurses and Coctors together with a mild 
communicable disease epidenic during the year, curtailed 
some of the scheduled activities. It is hoped that these activi- 
ties may be resumed in 1946, BL he 

Seventeen days of Public Health Nursing Service were e€X- 
tended ta the community. A meeting was held to form a local 
Health Council to promote a more integrated health program. 
Those townspeople, sufficiently interested in attending — the 
meeting, felt this Council was well worth-while but the at- 
tendance was too small to form a fairly representative group. 

Through the combined efforts of the town officials, Super- 
intendent of Schools and teachers, a series of immunization 
clinics for protection against whooping cough, diphtheria and 
smallpox are being held. Ninety-four children were present at 
the December clinic which proves the need of such a clinic. 
Clinics will be repeated in January and February of 1946. 

Tentative suggestions for a Health Program for 1946 are 
offered for your approval: 

1. Formation of a Local Health Council. 
2. Monthly Child Health Conferences, during the 
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summer at least for examination and immuniza- 
tion of infants and preschools. , 


3. Yearly Tuberculin testing of all children and ~ 


adults. who desire it. 


4. Audiometer testing for hearing loss — all schools. 


5. Any other suggested health program which will 


benefit the community.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS | 


The special committee chosen to investigate consolidation 
of schools met six times during the year. 


At the first meeting, W. O. Bailey of the State Department 
of Education was present and emphasized some particular 
problems such as location, transportation, type and size of 
_ building. ee 


Already two. locations have been offered as gifts by towns- 
people. : 


The transportation problem is now with us. If it is decided 
to purchase a school bus, one of the major difficulties will 
have been solved. 


During the summer, the committee inspected the consolidat- 
ed school in Damariscotta. That proved to be a fine type of 
building, but not large enough to serve our town adequately. 


There is no doubt that the Federal Government will, in the 
near future, aid towns that have funds available for this pur- 
pose. The committee recommends that a $2,000 trust fund! be 
set up. Rather than to raise this as new money, it would seem 
advisable to take it from the Town’s present resources. 


Good schools are an asset which attract’ a more desirable 
class of people, who would enhance the prosperity of the town. 
On the contrary, poor schools invite the indigent class who 
are a Kability to a town. 


As a committee, we feel that we have accomplished little 
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so far, but we do feel that there should be a committee to 
serve in this capacity each year until we have a consolidated 
school.
